THE  HAMPDEN  -  SYDNEY  HONOR  SYSTEM 


The  following  address  was  made  by  Denis  Soden, 
President  of  the  Student  Body,  to  the  general  meeting 
of  The  Parents  and  Friends  Association  in  Johns  Audi- 
torium on  November  4,  1967.  Because  of  his  excellent 
handling  of  such  a  lofty  subject,  it  is  reprinted  here. — Ed. 


Dr.  Rucker,  Dr.  Reveley,  Dr.  Thompson,  Parents 
and  Friends: 

Since  1776,  Hampden-Sydney  has  had  many  il- 
lustrious students  grace  her  halls.  Likewise,  numerous 
traditions  have  both  come  and  gone.  Yet  through 
all  these  years  probably  the  finest  tradition  and  ex- 
pression of  loyalty  which  has  remained  is  the  Hampden- 
Sydney  Honor  System. 

Before  a  freshman  matriculates  he  is  asked  to  sign 
a  card  which  contains  an  outline  of  the  Honor  System. 
During  Freshman  Orientation  approximately  45  min- 
utes is  spent  in  explaining  the  background,  code  and 
procedure  behind  the  Honor  System.  Throughout 
the  course  of  the  year  articles  on  the  Honor  Code 
are  published  in  the  Tiger,  the  school  newspaper, 
to  remind  the  students  of  the  value  and  importance 
of  such  a  system.  No  other  principles  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  encompass  the  entire  scope  of  the  student 
activity.  Each  student  receives  a  printed  form,  suitable 
for  framing,  of  the  Honor  Code  and  the  procedure 
involved.  The  significance,  then,  of  the  Honor  System 
is  easily  recognizable. 

The  heart  of  the  Honor  System  is  individual  pride, 
initiative,  and  responsibility.  It  presumes  every  student 
to  be  a  gentleman  and  to  conduct  himself  in  an  honor- 
able and  upright  manner  in  all  phases  of  student  life. 
It  further  assumes  that  every  student  is  concerned 
with  the  strict  observance  of  these  principles  for  his 
own  sake,  for  the  sake  of  his  fellow  students  and  for 
the  sake  of  the  College.  The  basic  element,  therefore, 
that  each  man  must  have  is — P  RIDE. 

I  believe  that  Hampden-Sydney  gets  nothing  short 
of  quality  in  all  its  men,  and  this  quality  in  turn  lends 
an  aura  of  respect  for  such  a  cherished  tradition  as 
the  Honor  Code.     Hampden-Sydney  is  noted  among 


other  things  for  the  academic  prowess  and  excellence 
of  its  students.  Such  excellence  must  have  a  healthy 
atmosphere  in  which  to  grow.  What  I'm  saying  is  that 
Hampden-Sydney  men  will  not  tolerate  those  who 
do  not  respect  the  System;  they  will  not  tolerate  those 
who  would  stretch  the  bounds  of  honor,  thereby 
placing  a  strain  on  the  Honor  Code. 

This  attitude  is  even  more  evident  by  the  fact  that 
the  only  punishment  for  violations  of  the  Honor 
System  is  dishonorable  dismissal  from  the  College. 
This,  I  might  add,  is  a  permanent  expulsion.  Quite 
a  few  institutions  will  suspend  men  a  semester  or  a 
year  for  Honor  violations,  but  they  will  eventually 
permit  them  to  return.  Such  is  not  the  case  here.  The 
student  generations  involved  have  always  felt  that  a 
man  without  honor  is  not  worthy  of  being  called  a 
Hampden-Sydney  man. 

Those  offenses  classified  as  violations  of  the  Honor 
System  are:  Lying,  cheating,  stealing,  plagiarism, 
failure  to  report  Honor  offenses  and  the  taking  of 
reference  books  from  the  library  without  author- 
ization. Since  we  have  limited  somewhat  the  in- 
fringements under  the  Code,  I  believe  our  system  is 
a  sound  one.  For  one  of  the  greatest  dangers  to 
which  an  Honor  System  can  be  exposed  is  that 
of  being  "overloaded."  There  are  many  things 
reprehensible  and  heartily  condemned  by  the  Honor 
Council  and  all  good  citizens  which  still  cannot  be 
brought  under  the  Honor  System.  Numerous  ex- 
amples could  be  cited  but  it  should  be  sufficient  to 
mention  only  a  few,  such  as  drinking,  breaches  of 
administrative  regulations  and  failure  to  pay  just  debts. 

As  I  have  previously  mentioned,  failure  to  report 
Honor  Code  offenses  is  in  itself  an  infringement  of 
the  Code.  Anyone  who  sees  a  student  in  suspicious 
circumstances  is  bound  by  his  loyalty  to  the  Student 
Body  to  make  an  investigation.  This  cannot  be  looked 
upon  as  spying  or  tale  bearing,  but  rather  the  finest 
expression  of  loyalty  to  a  cherished  tradition  of  honor 
among  a  community  of  self-governing  men.  It  is  note- 
worthy that  the  student's  obligation  under  the  Honor 
System  does  not  stop  at  the  limits  of  the  campus  but 
applies  in  all  places  during  the  School  year. 

I  would  like  to  say  a  few  words  about  the  procedure 
involved  in  an 'Honor  Trial.  Once  an  investigating 
committee  has  decided  that  the- case  merits  a  trial, 
the  accused  is  notified  and  given  a  full  day  to  prepare 
his  defense  and  to  secure  any  witnesses  in  his  behalf. 
He  has  the  right  to  a  student  attorney. 

The  Honor  Council  tries  all  breaches  of  the  Honor 
Code.    It  is  composed  of  eleven  men,  three  from  the

"The  humanities  program  will  attempt  in  general 
to  describe  for  the  student  the  complexities  of  human 
life  .  .  ."  says  a  statement  of  the  goals  for  the  new 
Hampden-Sydney  humanities  program.  The  key 
word  in  this  statement  is  "complexities,"  for  complex 
the  program  has  been  since  its  inception.  No  mean 
task  it  was  to  change  the  thinking  of  professors  in  the 
habit  of  having  the  sanctity  of  their  professorial  world 
untouched,  to  deal  with  skeptical  alumni  who  mis- 
takenly feared  a  "loss"  of  the  Bible  requirement,  or 
to  convince  incoming  freshmen  that  being  guinea  pigs 
would  be  profit,  not  loss.  The  difficulty  of  assigning 
the  course  a  name  was  admitted  publicly:  ".  .  .  it 
must  be  understood  that  the  terms  describing  the  goals 
are  necessarily  inadequate:  humanistic  studies  them- 
selves militate  against  final  answers  and  dogmatism, 
and  encourage  intellectual  humility." 

Although  there  have  been  some  unfavorable  com- 
ments about  the  humanities  program,  the  consensus 
among  freshmen  seems  to  be  this:  if  the  program  does 
not  in  general  provide  the  entertainment  of  a  Broad- 
way musical  or  the  excitement  of  a  Randolph-Macon 
football  game,  it  is  varied  and  interesting  albeit  de- 
manding.

That  some  freshmen  are  finding  humanities  their 
most  interesting  course  is  not  surprising,  for  the  course 
is,  in  a  real  sense,  the  cream  of  the  courses  which 
it  has  superseded.  Fat  has  been  trimmed  from  the 
former  disciplines,  and  they  have  been  better  integrated 
into  the  total  program  of  studies.  Hampden-Sydney 
students  are  now  required,  for  the  first  time,  to  have 
an  exposure  to  the  fine  arts,  to  church  history,  and  to 
contemporary  issues,  and  incoming  freshmen  must 
have  read  two  books,  The  Tangled  World  by  Roger 
Shinn,  and  The  Uses  of  the  Past  by  Herbert  Muller, 
by  the  time  of  matriculation. 

The  Syllabus  for  Humanities  101  has  become  the 
freshman's  Bible.  The  course,  which  meets  five  days 
a  week,  is  completely  mapped  out  in  advance  in  the 
syllabus  with  each  lecture  and  discussion  group  meeting, 
test  and  quiz  listed.  The  lectures  are  held  in  Johns 
Auditorium  and  entail  an  assemblage  of  the  entire 
freshman  class.    One  freshman  commented  upon  these 


reading  sometimes  500  pages  a  night.

big  lecture  groups  saying  that  he  thinks  unfounded 
the  fears  of  those  who  feel  Hampden-Sydney  students 
are  being  reduced  to  numbers  as  in  a  big  university. 
Indeed,  he  added  that  the  big  lecture  sections  add  a 
certain  big  school  flavor  without  destroying  the  ad- 
vantages of  a  small  school. 

Freshmen  say  that  attendance,  except  in  cases  of 
illness,  is  a  must.  The  lectures  alternate  on  an  irregular 
schedule  with  study  sections  in  which  the  boys  meet 
in  small  groups  with  the  several  professors  of  the 
program.  In  these  discussion  groups,  a  student  is 
offered  the  chance  to  gain  skill  in  articulating  his 
ideas.  This  alternating  schedule  creates  variety  during 
the  week  in  what  might  otherwise  become  a  deadly 
five-day-a-week  encounter  between  student  and  pro- 
fessor in  a  community  which  is  accustomed  to  meeting 
formally  only  three  times  during  that  period.  Further 
variety  is  created  by  the  progression  through  the 
semester  from  one  area  of  study  to  the  next. 

The  humanities  program  was  conceived  as  a  course 
which  would  take  the  traditional  teaching  of  the  Bible, 
English,  and  European  history  requirements  at  Hamp- 
den-Sydney and  recast  them  in  a  finer  form.  To  say 
that  the  humanities  course  combined  these  subjects 
is  to  be  inaccurate.  How,  for  instance,  could  the  study 
of  English  be  combined  with  that  of  Bible  when 
the  former  did  not  come  into  existence  until  eight 
or  nine  hundred  AD?  The  humanities  course  is,  then, 
a  mixture  of  these  basic  subjects  linked  by  the  historical 
thread  of  the  development  of  Western  man  and  his 
thought.  Biblical  studies,  far  from  being  scrapped, 
have  been  expanded,  and,  according  to  members 
of  that  department,  are  on  firmer  ground  than  at  this 


time  last  year.  One  freshman  spoke  highly  of  the  fine 
balance  of  sacred  studies  with  the  rest  of  the  program. 
In  an  academic  community  there  is  present  a  tradi- 
tional dichotomy — that  of  the  ideal  versus  the  fact. 
In  trying  to  arrive  at  an  assessment  of  the  freshman 
humanities  program,  especially  from  the  point  of 
view  of  a  freshman,  one  must  first  face  facts:  It  is 
thrilling  to  talk  in  vague  terms  of  "Western  man," 
"the  great  thinkers,"  "religious  thought  through  the 
ages,":  and  other  lofty,  theoretical  aspects  of  study. 
But  the  fact  of  freshman  life  demands  that  more  than 
this,  we  consider  the  day  to  day  study  of  these  ideas. 
Academic  reality  is,  after  all,  the  three  hours  of  reading 
in  Tacitus  on  a  warm,  sunny,  fall  afternoon,  or  the 
foresight  to  schedule  one's  study  time  around  a  big 
week  end,  so  that  Sunday  afternoon  depression  is 
less  than  it  might  have  been  with  an  unfinished  hu- 
manities assignment  still  at  hand.  In  short,  it  is  the 
day  to  day  grind  which  comprises  for  the  student  the 
real  essence  of  college:  the  disciplined  life  in  which 
learning  takes  place.

This,  then,  is  to  say  that  the  most  striking  revelation 
in  talking  with  freshmen  about  the  humanities  program 
is  their  very  pragmatic  attitude.  For  most,  humanities 
is  a  fact  of  academic  life;  an  assignment  to  be  done; 
another  obstacle  in  the  path  leading  ultimately  to  a 
very  useful  document  of  parchment:  the  Hampden- 
Sydney  diploma. 

The  freshman  view  of  the  humanities  program  is 
unique.  When  the  idealistic  goals,  the  descriptions 
from  the  Syllabus,  and  the  hopeful  theorizing  of  pro- 
fessors are  swept  aside  and  the  day  to  day  grind  of  study- 
ing "the  humanities"  seven  days  a  week  begins,  fresh- 
man opinion  runs  roughly  as  follows:  "It's  great." 
"Every  now  and  then  it's  good."  "It's  just  another 
required  course."  "It's  too  general."  "The  assignments 
are  impossible — reading  sometimes  500  pages  a  night —

in  Tacitus,  yet."  "In  general  I'm  very  pleased.  It  is 
one  of  the  courses  that  I  enjoy  most,  but  it  is  very 
changeable.  It  depends  upon  the  reading  assignments. 
It  moves  very  fast."  "Little  time  is  left  for  extra  reading 
inspired  by  assigned  material."  "A  lot  depends  upon 
your  study  group  leader  or  upon  the  lecturer." 

During  the  semester  recess  this  year,  letters  were 
sent  to  freshmen  who  earned  a  grade  of  A  or  B  in 
Humanities  101.  In  the  letter,  candid  comments  about 
the  course  were  solicited.  The  response,  which  in- 
cluded some  criticism,  was,  according  to  one  professor 
participating  in  the  program,  "mature  and,  for  us, 
exhilarating."  And  although,  the  historicity  of  an 
assessment  to  determine  the  success  of  a  course  while 
it  is  still  in  progress  cannot  be  certain,  it  can  be  said 
now  that  the  evaluation  of  both  students  and  faculty 
is  one  of  increasingly  bold  optimism. 

A  frequent  comment  was  made  by  freshmen  about 
the  "shallow  treatment"  of  some  areas  of  study.  A 
prospective  B.S.  candidate  observed  that  the  melange 
was  fine  because  it  gave  him  a  general  background 
from  which  he  could  pursue  the  sciences  not  having 
been  bogged  down  in  courses  in  which  he  ultimately 
would  not  want  to  work  further.  And  as  he  pointed 
out,  the  holes  in  certain  areas  will  be  filled,  for  those 
really  interested,  when  they  specialize  in  their  major 
fields. 

Assessment  now  may  not  be  fully  accurate  (and 
indeed  sweeping  curriculum  changes  by  the  time  this 
is  published  may  render  this  report  obsolete)  but  the 
indications  are  that  Hampden-Sydney,  by  striking 
out  in  fresh  directions  can  be  optimistic  about  the 
future  as  long  as  a  relevant  link  is  maintained  with 
her  traditional  aims  as  a  college.  ".  .  .  the  humanities 
program  cannot  be  understood  as  a  substitute  for  what 
Hampden-Sydney  has  done  in  the  past,  but  as  a  supple- 
ment to  the  traditional  pattern — as  an  effort  to  enrich 
the  intracurricular  facilities  through  which  the  faculty 
achieves  the  goals  of  the  College,  goals  stated  or 
implied."

senior  class,  two  from  each  of  the  other  classes,  the 
vice  president  and  president  of  the  Student  Body. 
The  president  of  the  Student  Body  acts  as  chairman 
of  the  Honor  Council.  The  freshman  representatives 
do  not  have  the  right  to  vote,  but  are  expected  to  give 
their  opinions. 

Honor  Council  meetings  are  closed  and  the  members 
of  the  Council  as  well  as  the  accused  and  all  witnesses 
are  under  oath  never  to  reveal  any  of  the  proceedings 
or  testimony  designated  as  confidential.  Eight  out  of 
nine  votes  constitutes  conviction.  We  do  not  use  a 
majority  vote  to  indicate  a  man's  guilt.  After  informing 
the  Dean  of  Students,  the  student  has  24  hours  to 
leave;  however,  the  convicted  student  does  have  the 
right  of  appeal — first  to  the  executive  committee  of 
the  faculty,  and  secondly  to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

My  interest  in  this  Honor  System  is  strong.  For  1 
believe  in  Hampden-Sydney  College — in  what  it 
teaches  and  in  what  it  produces — gentlemen  and 
scholars.  Gentlemen  in  the  truest  sense  of  the  word — 
men  of  integrity  who  have  a  deep  feeling  for  that 
intangible  quality  called  "HONOR." 


The  Enrollment  Question 

As  Hampden-Sydney  College  approaches  its  200th 
anniversary,  seemingly  secure,  striving  to  make  its 
contribution  to  the  educational  needs  of  the  state  and 
nation,  it  is,  at  the  same  time,  facing  one  of  the  biggest 
questions  brought  to  it  since  its  founding.  The  question 
is,  simply  put,  how  large  does  the  College  wish  or 
need  to  be.    Answers  are  not  easily  found. 

As  a  school  which  has  prided  itself  for  nearly  two 
centuries  in  being  small  enough  to  reinforce  the  in- 
dividuality of  the  student  and  retain  an  individuality 
of  its  own,  it  does  not  give  up  easily.  There  are  pro- 
ponents of  change,  those  who  argue  that  even  could 


percent  answered  the  first  question  in  the  negative, 
ninety-three  percent  replied  favorably  to  the  second, 
and  seventy-three  said  "no"  to  the  final  query. 

Nor  has  the  faculty  and  staff  been  without  an  oppor- 
tunity to  make  its  feelings  known.  On  November  23, 
nine  of  the  group  met  to  discuss  the  question,  "Should 
Hampden-Sydney's  enrollment  be  substantially  in- 
creased?" Participating  were  Dr.  Albert  Leduc, 
Professor  of  Modern  Languages;  Dr.  Graves  Thomp- 
son, Professor  of  Latin;  Dr.  Joseph  Clower,  Professor 
of  Bible;  Col.  Dudley  Byrd  Selden,  Associate  Professor 
of  Mathematics;  Dr.  Donald  Ortner,  Dean  of  Students

the  College  remain  static  in  enrollment  and  meet  its 
financial  commitments,  a  change  should  be  made  to 
meet  the  expanded  demand  for  higher  education. 
The  opponent  argues  that  the  present  enrollment 
of  600  is  just  about  at  the  point  of  no  return,  and  that 
an  expanded  enrollment  would  create,  for  all  purposes 
and  intents,  a  new  student  body,  campus  and  at- 
mosphere heretofore  not  known  to  generations  of 
Hampden-Sydney  men.  The  proponents  counter 
that  at  600,  much  of  the  friendliness  and  intense 
loyalty  that  go  with  the  school  of  400  or  500  enroll- 
ment has  already  been  lost.  And  on  and  on,  until  the 
question  remains,  "how  big  is  small?". 

Committees  of  the  administration,  faculty,  board  of 
trustees  and  student  body  are,  at  present,  facing  the 
enrollment  question,  just  one  aspect  of  their  investi- 
gation into  the  future  role  of  the  College. 

It  is  quite  easy  to  grow  these  days  if  you  happen 
to  be  a  college,  despite  the  enormous  financial  re- 
sources required.  Good  students  are  plentiful.  Many 
colleges  and  universities  are  ten  times  their  pre-World 
War  II  size,  and  many  institutions  which  were  con- 
sidered large  at  1,000  in  those  days  are  now  thought 
to  be  small  at  twice  that  enrollment. 

The  various  committees  now  pondering  this  very 
important  question  on  the  future  development  of  the 
College  are  trying  to  establish  just  how  large  we  want 
to  grow:  800,  1,000  and  possibly  1,200,  or  remain  at 
600. 

Student  sentiment  to  the  question  was  aired  in 
November  when  the  Tiger  polled  354  of  the  student 
body  on  the  issue.  Three  questions  were  asked:  1. 
"Should  Hampden-Sydney  enrollment  be  substantially 
increased?"  2.  "Would  an  enrollment  of  1200  students 
greatly  change  the  environment?"  and  3.  "Would 
that    change    be    an    improvement?"       Seventy-one 


and  Associate  Professor  of  Psychology;  Mr.  Joseph 
Trotter,  Director  of  Alumni  Relations;  Dr.  Tully 
Turney,  Professor  of  Biology;  Mr.  John  Waters, 
Registrar  of  the  College;  and  Dr.  Thomas  Joyner, 
Professor  of  Physics.  Also  present  for  the  informal 
discussion,  sponsored  by  the  Tiger  was  Denis  Soden, 
President  of  the  Student  Government.  Following  are 
some  of  the  comments  made,  all  abbreviated  for  lack 
of  space,  but  all  stated  in  the  original  context. 

".  .  .  If  it  is  by  gradual  growth,  this  doesn't  seem  to  me  to  be 

much  different  from  what's  been  going  on  in  the  past.  .  .  ." — 

Leduc. 

".  .  .  As  of  now  I'd  be  inclined  to  not  let  it  get  larger,  because 

I  think  it's  already  on  tne  point  of  losing  its  distinctive  quality 

.  .  .  I'm  beginning  to  feel  the  ill  effects  of  it  right  now."— 

Thompson 

".  .  .  We  could  offer  a  greater  variety  of  courses  and  have 

enough  students  to  justify  offering  them  ...  we  should  offer 

more  courses  .  .  .  however,  I  would  say  we  should  not  increase 

unless  we  could  be  sure  of  maintaining  a  high  standard  of 

both  student  body  and  faculty  ...  as  I  say,  I  favor  it  under 

certain  conditions,  not  just  unequivocally". — Selden 

"I  think  that  I  could  say  that  most  of  them  (the  students) 

are  opposed  because  they  are  used  to  the  unity  here  ...  I 

think  that's  part  of  your  education,  getting  to  know  your 

student  body." — Soden 

"...  1  think  talking  about  the  difference  between  600  and, 

say,  1,200 — I  don't  think  there's  enough  difference  to  really 

change  the  picture  a  whole  lot." — Selden 

".  .  .  (a  foundation  officer)  said  'there  has  to  be  a  place  in  the 

country  for  small  schools  if  you  can  afford  the  luxury  of  being 

small'.  .  .  can  we  afford  the  luxury  of  being  small?"  — Trotter 

These  comments,  and  many  more,  are  all  relevant  to 
the  most  important  question  of  enrollment.  It  will 
have  to  be  approached  only  in  the  most  sober  mood 
and  handled  with  utmost  deftness.  For  if,  in  truth, 
the  future  will  bring  with  it  the  requirement  that  we 
expand,  possibly  double  in  size,  we  will  also  want  to 
retain  as  much  as  possible  of  the  Hampden-Sydney 
that  was,  and  in  most  cases,  is.

The  writer  would 
be  remiss,  however,  if  he  did  not  put  in  a  plug  for  that 
famous  Steamship  Roast  Beef  dinner  which  has  be- 
come such  a  traditional  part  of  Homecoming,  and 
which  was  enjoyed  by  hundreds  again  this  year  im- 
mediately after  the  Whitehouse  dedication.  The 
customary  general  meeting  of  the  Alumni  Association 
was  not  held  in  order  to  allow  for  the  Whitehouse 
ceremonies.

Dedication  Of  Whitehouse  Hall 


Dr.  Francis  R.   Whitehouse 


Beneath  the  brilliant  blue  of  an  October  Home- 
coming morn,  and  before  a  standing-room-only  crowd 
of  alumni  and  friends,  Everett  Bond  dedicated,  Francis 
Whitehouse  presented,  and  Hampden-Sydney  College 
accepted  its  first  residence  hall  of  the  20th  Century. 

Named  in  honor  of  Dr.  Whitehouse's  parents,  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Lawrence  Butts  Whitehouse,  the  new  res- 
idence hall  provides  accommodations  for  108  students, 
complete  with  year-round  air  conditioning,  connecting 
baths,  reading  and  TV  lounges,  and  recreational 
rooms. 

Designed  by  the  Lynchburg  architectural  firm  of 
Clark,  Nexsen  and  Owen  and  constructed  by  Mottley 
Construction  Company  of  Farmville,  Virginia,  White- 
house  Hall's  four  two-story  pavillions  and  five  one- 
story  arcades  form  a  U  shape  structure  located  abreast 
the  ridge  to  the  west  of  Cushing  Hall  and  directly  in 
back  of  the  Alamo. 

Mr.  G.  Everett  Bond,  a  Princeton  graduate  and 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Chap  Stick  Company  in 
Lynchburg,  Virginia,  delivered  a  stimulating  and 
inspiring  dedicatory  address,  entitled  Programmed  For 
Tomorrow.  A  former  business  associate  of  Lawrence 
B.  Whitehouse,  Mr.  Bond  saw  in  this  auspicious 
occasion 

".  .  .  the  remembrance  of  two  noble  people,  the  love  of  an 
alumnus  for  his  Alma  Mater,  and  the  highest  aspirations  of 
a  dynamic  and  growing  liberal  arts  college." 

In  the  lives  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Whitehouse,  the  speaker 
noted  values 

".  .  .  uniquely  in  tune  with  Hampden-Sydney's  objectives, 
for  in  them  I  see  mirrored  the  faith  of  this  couple  I  was  privi- 
leged to  know  and  love.  On  this  fine  occasion  I  could  utter 
no  greater  hope  for  this  College  than  that  their  kind  of  faith 
would  invest  these  halls  and  touch  the  lives  of  those  students 
who  earn  the  opportunity  to  spend  a  portion  of  their  under- 
graduate years  in  residence  here.  Yes,  touch  their  lives  with 
these  three  basic  qualities:  1.  Faith  in  one's  self;  2.  Faith 
in  one's  fellow  man ;   3.    Faith  in  God." 


WHITEHOUSE  HALL 


LAWRENCE  BUTTS  WHITEHOUSE 

Born  in  1884  in  King  George  County,  Virginia,  Mr. 
Whitehouse  was  a  practicing,  registered  pharmacist  until 
March,  1919,  when  he  and  John  T.  Morton  organized 
the  Morton  Manufacturing  Corporation,  now  Chap 
Stick  Company,  a  division  of  A.  H.  Robins  Company. 

He  was  first  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Chap  Stick 
Company,  and  subsequently  Vice  President. 

A  member  of  the  Court  Street  Methodist  Church  in 
Lynchburg  and  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Stewards,  Mr. 
Whitehouse  was  a  leading  Methodist  layman  in  the 
Virginia  Methodist  Conference. 


In  pointing  out  that  dormitory  life  can  bring  out 
the  best  as  well  as  the  worst  in  a  man,  Bond,  nonethe- 
less envisioned  that 

".  .  .  residence  here  (might)  be  a  challenge  to  each  and  every 
man  to  apprehend  God's  purpose  in  his  life  and,  having  done 
so,  to  pursue  it  with  a  passion. 

"And  so  as  we  dedicate  this  beautiful  and  useful  addition  to 
Hampden-Sydney's  campus,  may  the  students  it  serves,  both 
now  and  in  days  to  come,  acquire  a  deep-seated  faith  in  them- 
selves, in  their  fellow  man,  and  in  God.  Thus  armed  they  will 
be  ready  to  participate  in  the  most  brilliant  age  of  man's 
accomplishment.  In  short,  they  will  be  programmed  for 
tomorrow." 

In  his  presentation  address,  Dr.  Francis  R.  White- 
house,  '34  a  Lynchburg  physician  and  Hampden- 
Sydney  Trustee,  spoke  of  his  parents  and  of  the  concept 
expressed  by  John  Donne  to  the  effect  that  "no  man 
is  an  island  to  himself". 

"In  this  gift  is  woven  the  life  of  my  parents  that  inspired  me 
to  honor  them  in  a  manner  that  would  last  for  generations. 
My  wife  and  my  children  have  shared  with  me  the  inspiration 
that  has  been  ours  as  a  result  of  the  planning  and  prayer 
woven  into  our  life  pattern  over  the  past  eight  years.  As  an 
alumnus  of  Hampden-Sydney  College,  I  am  proud  to  play 
a  role  in  the  continuation  of  its  eminence  as  an  educational 
institution.  .  .  ." 

"As  you  can  clearly  and  readily  see,  I  have  not  been  an  island, 
not  separate  nor  alone,  but  an  integral  part  of  the  whole 
It  has  been  a  very  heartwarming  experience." 

Miss  Sarah  Elizabeth  Whitehouse,  oldest  daughter 
of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Whitehouse,  provided  a  pretty-as-a- 
picture  portrait  as  she  unveiled  the  plaque  naming 
the  building  in  memory  of  her  grandparents.  Accepting 
the  residence  hall  on  behalf  of  the  College  was  Lewis 
G.  Chewning  of  Richmond,  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees.

A  native  of  Jay,  Maine,  Mrs.  Whitehouse  was  born  in 
1889  and  attended  Colby  College  in  Waterville,  Maine. 
She  and  Mr.  Whitehouse  were  married  on  October  11,1911. 

Mrs.  Whitehouse  was  active  in  church  and  civic  club 
work  and  served  as  a  state  officer  of  the  Virginia  Federation 
of  Women's  Clubs. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Whitehouse  were  killed  in  an  airplane 
crash  on  October  30,  1959. 


"Yank's  Corner"  Dedication 

In  early  April,  1967  a  movement  was  initiated,  with 
Cecil  H.  Jones  '29  as  its  nucleus,  to  recognize  in  some 
permanent  manner  Coach  Charles  A.  (Yank)  Bernier 
and  the  influence  he  had  on  "his  boys".  The  following 
month  a  letter  and  special  edition  of  The  Tiger  was 
sent  to  over  1,500  alumni  (1912-1942)  and  friends 
asking  for  their  help  in  establishing  "Yank's  Corner". 
The  response  was  most  gratifying. 

A  year  ago,  the  College  set  aside  a  triangle  in  Death 
Valley  for  a  flag  pole  and  an  appropriate  base  for  an 
eagle  from  the  old  Penn  Station  in  New  York,  these 
to  be  a  memorial  for  Hampden-Sydney's  veterans  of 
recent  wars  and  conflicts.  This  triangle  now  includes 
"Yank's  Corner".  An  attractive  stone  marker  for 
Coach  Bernier  with  a  bronze  tablet,  a  drinking  fountain 
and  plantings  have  been  added. 

During  half-time  of  the  Homecoming  football  game 
with  Western  Maryland,  "Yank's  Corner"  was  dedi- 
cated. Here  for  the  occasion,  as  very  special  guests, 
were  Mrs.  Charles  A.  "Grace"  Bernier  and  "Missy". 
Mr.  Jones  expressed  his  appreciation  to  the  alumni 
and  friends  who  helped  make  this  special  occasion  a 
reality.  Mike  Brinser  '27  made  the  dedicatory  address, 
Mrs.  Bernier  unveiled  the  portrait  of  "Coach"  which 
now  hangs  in  the  entrance  to  Gammon  Gymnasium, 
Dr.  Reveley  accepted  the  "Corner"  and  the  portrait 
for  the  College  and  Harold  Dudley  '27  gave  the  prayer 
of  dedication.  As  a  permanent  record  of  this  event, 
leather  bound  volumes  including  pictures  and  writing, 
etc.  were  presented  to  Mrs.  Bernier  and  the  College 
Library. 

Many  alumni  returned  from  distant  points  such  as 
Miami,  New  Orleans  and  New  York  to  take  part  in 
the  fitting  tribute  to  a  "True  Tiger"  whose  influence 
will  continue  to  live  for  generations  to  come  as  will 
one  of  his  famous  sayings:  "We'd  win  more  if  we 
didn't  lose  so  many." 
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Mr.  Dupuy  did  the  following  article  in  hopes  of 
creating  interest  in  a  fund  to  erect  a  memorial  to 
the  late  Charles  A.  "Yank"  Bernier.  It  was  re- 
ceived in  the  office  of  alumni  secretary,  Joe  Trotter, 
after  a  fund  for  "  Yank's  Corner"  had  been  started. 
The  dedication  of  this  memorial  is  carried  else- 
where in  this  issue.  Because  Mr.  Dupuy  s  article 
portrays  so  vividly  the  personality  of  Coach  Bernier 
and  the  high  esteem  in  which  he  was  held  by  those 
who  knew  him,  it  is  being  printed  here. — Ed. 


Coach  "Yank"  Bernier 
As  I  Remember  Him

I,  with  all  who  remembered  him,  was  delighted  to 
learn  at  an  Alumni  Meeting  recently  that  the  renovated 
baseball  field  at  Hampden-Sydney  will  be  named  for 
Coach  Bernier.  A  classmate  and  teammate  of  Bernier's, 
told  me  at  a  game  last  spring  that  "Yank"  practically 
built  that  field  with  his  own  hands.  He  would  work 
all  day,  cutting  brush  and  briers  and  draining  a  swamp, 
which  was  just  one  of  the  reasons  his  name  deserves 
the  honor. 

As  a  kid,  I,  with  other  small  boys,  loved  to  watch 
football  practice  at  Hampden-Sydney  which  was 
mostly  game-type  scrimmage.  About  1908,  Lew  Riese 
came  to  Hampden-Sydney  to  coach.  He  was  so  dis- 
gusted with  the  material  that  he  wrote  to  a  boy  in 
New  Hampshire  named  Charlie  Bernier,  whom  he  had 
coached  in  Prep  School,  and  persuaded  him  to  come 
to  Hampden-Sydney.  One  of  his  classmates  told  me 
that  the  student  body,  which  numbered  ninety  boys, 
raised  money  out  of  their  own  meager  pockets  to  help 
defray  his  expenses,  making  him  the  first  subsidized 
athlete.  He  roomed  with  the  coach  and  cut  hair  to 
help  pay  his  way.  He  never  joined  a  fraternity  and 
didn't  attend  dances.  Just  played  ball  and  made  his 
work.  When  we  heard  that  the  new  quarterback  had 
come,  we  gathered  at  the  football  field.  He  started 
the  scrimmage  on  the  "scrubs"  as  they  were  then  called, 
caught  the  opening  kickoff,  and  ran  through  the  entire 
varsity  team  for  a  touchdown. 

He  was  dubbed  the  "damned  Yankee"  and  took  over 
the  quarterback  job.  He  brought  the  forward  pass 
to  Hampden-Sydney.  He  brought  basketball  to 
Hampden-Sydney.  As  a  freshman,  he  coached  the 
first  team  which  played  in  the  little  gym  between  second 
and  third  passage  and  had  four  big  pillars  in  it.  He 
brought  the  change  of  pace  and  spit  ball  to  the  state 
of  Virginia — so  I've  been  told  by  a  baseball  authority. 
That  spring,  he  beat  V.  P.  I.,  1 — 0.  In  his  sophomore 
year,  he  captained  all  three  sports.  He  then  transferred 
to  V.  P.  I.  where  he  starred  in  all  sports.  He  would 
come  to  Hampden-Sydney  and  spend  Christmas  at 
Miss  Susie  Venable's  or  Miss  Minnie  Lacy's  and  cut 
quite  a  figure  in  his  cadet  uniform. 

After  V.  P.  I.  he  played  Pro  Ball — belonging  to 
Detroit — but  injured  his  arm  and  came  to  Hampden- 
Sydney  to  coach.  I  remember  he  won  the  old  Virginia 
League  football  cup  in  1915.  The  teams  were  the  Uni- 
versity of  Richmond,  William  &  Mary  and  Randolph- 
Macon.  He  developed  such  stars  as  Henry  Crisp,  the 
legendary  one-handed  tackle — who  was  a  collegemate 
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of  mine.  Henry,  or  Hank  as  he  was  later  dubbed, 
lost  his  right  hand  in  a  cotton  gin.  He  wore  a  heavy 
leather  sleeve  over  his  bare  wrist  and  kept  opposing 
linemen  bloody. 

After  a  few  years  at  Hampden-Sydney  during  which 
time  he  taught  the  baseball  boys  a  lot  of  inside  baseball, 
such  as  the  Ty  Cobb  hook  and  fall  away  slides,  Coach 
Bernier  moved  up  to  head  coach  at  V.  P.  I.  There  he 
coached  all  sports  unassisted.  "Hank"  Crisp  went 
with  him  and  increased  his  football  reputation. 

From  V.  P.  I.  he  went  to  Alabama  as  head  coach. 
He  took  "Hank"  as  an  assistant  and  he  is  still  there 
in  some  capacity.  Bear  Bryant  mentions  "Coach 
Hank"  a  number  of  times  in  his  recent  articles— "I'll 
Tell  You  About  Football"  in  Sports  Illustrated  Maga- 
zine. 

While  at  Alabama,  Coach  Bernier  sent  more  base- 
ball players  direct  to  the  big  leagues  than  any  college 
coach  in  the  South— the  Sewell  brothers,  Rig  Stevens, 
Red  Barnes,  to  name  a  few. 

Dr.  Denny,  President  of  Alabama,  said  that  Bernier 
built  up  the  football  team  which  his  successor  took 
to  the  Rose  Bowl.  I've  heard  Coach  Bernier  speak 
many  times  of  Johnny  Mac  Brown  of  movie  fame,  who 
didn't  come  back  from  California  after  the  game. 

Coach  Bernier  went  the  way  of  many  fine  big  time 
coaches,  but  he  was  invited  and  did  accompany  the 
team  to  the  Rose  Bowl.  After  Alabama,  he  asked  to 
come  back  to  Hampden-Sydney  to  get  away  from 
pressure,  and  some  of  the  next  years  were  his  golden 
ones.  His  football  team  of  1926  tied  University  of 
Virginia  0—0;  tied  the  University  of  Florida  0—0 
and  beat  undefeated  Davidson  18 — 6.

His  team  of  1928  led  Cornell  6—0  with  3  minutes 
to  go.  This  came  near  being  the  upset  of  the  nation. 
Coach  Dobie  said  the  Tigers  were  the  best  coached 
team  he  had  ever  seen  on  that  field.  He  beat  Maryland 
in  1937,  9—0.  Coach  Bernier's  philosophy  was  "They 
can't  put  any  more  men  on  the  field  than  we  can,  and 
the  bigger  they  come  the  harder  they  fall."  Of  course, 
they  couldn't  combat  the  present  day  behemoths. 
Bernier  seldom  had  a  200-lb.  boy. 

His  baseball  team  of  '31,  I  believe,  won  the  State 
Championship.  "Soup"  Campbell  and  Birch  Douglas 
of  that  team  went  on  to  Professional  ball. 

Coach  Bernier  was  a  great  story  teller  and  practical 
joker.  He  loved  his  boys  and  kept  them  relaxed,  but 
his  sharp  Yankee  sarcasm  could  put  them  in  line.  If 
a  boy  caught  a  ball  in  one  hand  he  would  yell:  "Hey 
cut  the  other  one  off  if  you  don't  need  it."  That  was 
"show  boat"  before  the  days  of  the  basket  glove.  In 
his  latter  years  he  emphasized  instruction  above 
winning.  He  wanted  his  boys  to  coach.  He  told  me 
once:  "We  can't  hire  athletes  here;  we  have  to  field 
a  team  of  students.  I  try  to  teach  them  to  play  the 
game  as  it  should  be  played.   If  we  win,  fine." 

I  played  some  summer  ball  with  him  and  he  seemed 
to  have  more  fun  than  anybody.  I  remember  we  were 
playing  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  at  Crewe  before  a  big  Saturday 
afternoon  railroad  crowd  and  he  caused  a  near  riot 
with  his  zany  backward  base  running  which  allowed 
us  to  score  the  winning  run. 

When  he  stopped  coaching,  he  was  called  back  to 
Alabama  as  Alumni  Secretary  which  showed  that 
they  loved  him  too. 

A  great  athlete,  a  great  coach,  a  big-hearted  friend, 
and  quite  an  institution  within  himself  was  the  Coach 
"Yank"  Bernier  whom  I  remember.  If  the  College 
needs  funds  for  a  memorial  for  him,  all  it  need  do  is 
ask.  I  hear  so  many  say  "I'd  like  to  help."  A  Richmond 
College  alumnus  told  me  he  would  like  to  give  to  it.

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H-SC  Offers  Co-ed 
Computer  Course 

Although  not  the  first  young  ladies  to  grace  the 
hallowed  academic  halls  of  Death  Valley,  those  now 
enrolled  in  the  Computer  Science  program  represent 
the  first  to  be  enrolled  in  a  regular  course  offering  at 
Hampden-Sydney  in  many  years.  Although  the  com- 
puter, installed  during  the  present  term,  and  the  young 
ladies  are  both  novel  in  their  present  surroundings,  an 
impartial  poll  shows  that  those  of  the  fairer  sex  are 
receiving  most  of  the  attention. 

The  young  ladies  involved  are  supplied  by  nearby 
Longwood  under  a  cooperative  agreement  whereby 
full-time  students  of  each  institution  may  take  courses 
at  the  other  without  additional  expense,  provided 
an  equivalent  course  is  not  offered  by  the  student's 
own  school.  Arrangements  such  as  this  are  becoming 
more  and  more  common  today  as  colleges  and  uni- 
versities across  the  country  seek  to  expand  curricu- 
lums  and  at  the  same  time  hold  the  line  on  rising  costs. 
High  on  the  list  of  advantages  of  such  a  cooperative 
program  are  availability  of  more  specialized  courses 
and  a  fuller  utilization  of  both  facilities  and  faculty. 

Praising  the  effectiveness  of  the  cooperative  under- 
taking to  date,  academic  dean  Frank  J.  Simes  notes 
that  he  is  hopeful  the  program  can  be  expanded  into 
several  other  areas. 

At  present,  eight  Longwood  lassies  come  to  Hampden- 
Sydney  in  exchange  for  similar  visits  to  Longwood 
by  four  of  the  Hampden-Sydney  gentry.    Great  odds!

A  Proposal 
For  Quality 


Posing  the  right  question  is  crucial  to  the  task  of  resolving  a  problem.  Nowhere 
has  this  been  made  more  clear  than  in  the  efl'orts  to  project  the  future  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  College.  Initially  the  question  asked  was  what  size  should  the  college  be? 
Projections  sought  to  describe  faculty,  plant,  and  financial  demands  for  student 
enrollments  of  400,  600,  and  1200.  Committees  of  faculty  and  students  discussed 
pros  and  cons.  All  three  possibilities  were  considered  to  be  in  the  category  of  re- 
maining a  small  college  of  the  liberal  arts. 

Still  the  differences  seemed  enormous.  The  staggering  cost  of  expansion  to 
1200  and  the  feared  loss  of  a  close-knit  student  body  were  cited  by  many.  Much 
nostalgia  developed  for  the  days  when  only  400  students  roamed  the  Hill  and  many 
departments  had  but  one  professor.  Even  the  near  600  student  body  of  today,  many 
believed,  had  lost  the  close  intimacy  of  everyone's  knowing  everyone  else.  The 
staunchest  advocate  of  the  400  student  body,  however,  recognized  the  idealistic 
quality  of  his  claim.  Without  an  endowment  multiplied  by  ten  times  its  present 
value  the  expense  o(  operation  could  not  be  met;  nor  could  one>  professor  alone 
possibly  master  the  vast  expanse  of  knowledge  in  his  discipline. 

A  meeting  of  the  faculty  development  committee  changed  the  question.  Hamp- 
den-Sydney*s  dedication  to  excellence  became  the  new  basis  for  asking.  After  all, 
was  it  not  the  quality  of  teaching  rather  than  the  quantity  of  students  that  established 
the  college's  high  reputation?  Many  institutions  achieved  smallness  in  the  past  just 
as  many  have  grown  large  in  the  present;  but  the  number  to  achieve  the  quality  of 
excellence  remains  small. 

A  new  question,  therefore,  confronted  the  committee.  What  must  Hampden- 
Sydney  achieve  during  the  next  decade  to  maintain  the  excellence  for  which  the 
college  has  long  been  known?  Other  questions  clamored  for  attention.  Without 
regard  to  the  number  of  students,  how  many  faculty  members  will  be  required  to 
maintain  excellence  of  instruction?  What  plant  should  be  considered  minimal  for 
an  effective  operation?  What  quality  of  preparation  and  background  must  a  student 
have  to  achieve  successfully  in  such  a  program? 

The  committee  had  no  final  answers  for  these  questions.  It  did  have  a  common 
conviction  that  the  pursuit  of  quality  gave  direction  concerning  the  appropriate 
questions  to  ask.  A  resolution  embodying  this  conviction  was  sent  to  the  develop- 
ment committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  by  that  committee  to  the  full  Board. 
With  little  change  the  resolution  was  approved  by  the  trustees  of  Hampden-Sydney 
College. 

"Believing  that  it  is  the  objective  of  Hampden-Sydney  College  to  provide  the 
best  possible  education  for  its  students,  the  development  committee  of  the 
faculty  recommends  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  move  as  expeditiously  as  possible 
to  implement  a  plan  for  strengthening  the  faculty  of  the  College  to  the  end  that 
it  may  continue  in  the  first  rank  of  small,  church-related  colleges. 

"Determination  of  the  faculty  requirements  in  such  plan  is  to  be  made  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  criterion  of  providing  a  minimum  program  of  excellence  in 
all  existing  academic  departments  and  adding  whatever  academic  disciplines 
are  necessary  to  provide  a  well-rounded  liberal  arts  education." 

To  ask  the  right  questions  is  not  to  solve  the  problem.   But  it  is  a  beginning.

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The  Constitution  Of 
The  Hampden-Sydney 
Alumni  Association 


ARTICLE  I— NAME 

This  Association  shall  be  known  by  the  name  "THE  HAMP- 
DEN-SYDNEY ALUMNI  ASSOCIATION- 


ARTICLE  II— OBJECTIVES 

The  objectives  and  purposes  of  the  Association  are  to  promote 
at  all  times  the  general  welfare  of  Hampden-Sydney  College, 
and  to  this  and  maintain  the  good  will  of  all  former  students 
toward  the  College  and  their  comradeship  toward  each  other. 
In  carrying  out  these  general  purposes,  the  Association  shall 
strive  at  all  times  to  provide  and  maintain  close  contact  between 
the  members  of  this  Association  and  the  College,  its  Trustees, 
faculty,  and  students. 


ARTICLE  III— MEMBERSHIP 

Any  person  who  has  been  a  matriculated  student  at  the  College, 
or  has  been  a  member  of  its  faculty.  Board  of  Trustees,  or  has 
been  the  recipient  of  an  honorary  degree  from  the  College,  shall 
be  members  of  the  Association. 


ARTICLE  IV— PLAN  OF  ORGANIZATION 

All  members  shall  hold  membership  in  the  general  Hampden- 
Sydney  Alumni  Association  and,  as  far  as  possible,  shall  be 
organized  into  local  chapters  based  upon  geographic  divisions 
of  cities,  towns  or  other  local  groupings.  Each  such  chapter 
shall  consist  of  five  or  more  members,  who  shall  elect  their  own 
officers  and  adopt  such  by-laws  as  they  may  wish  not  inconsistent 
with  this  Constitution. 


ARTICLE  V— OFFICERS 

The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  consist  of  a  President, 
a  Vice-President,  and  a  Secretary,  who  shall  be  elected  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Association. 


ARTICLE  VI— EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  which  shall  constitute 
the  governing  board  of  the  Association,  and  which  shall  consist 
of  the  officers  elected  pursuant  to  Article  V  above  plus  the  chair- 
man and  co-chairman  of  the  six  standing  committees  provided 
for  in  Article  IX  hereof,  plus  three  members  at  large.  Five 
members  are  to  be  appointed  for  two  year  terms,  five  for  three 
years  and  five  for  four  years  by  the  President  of  the  Association. 
Five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

The  Executive  committee  shall  be  vested  with  full  authority 
to  act  on  behalf  of  the  Association  in  all  matters  when  the  general 
meeting  of  the  Association  is  not  in  session.  The  Executive 
committee  shall  meet  on  call  of  the  President  no  less  than  twice 
a  year — preferably  Homecoming  and  commencement. 


ARTICLE  VII— DUES 

There  shall  be  no  dues  for  membership  in  the  Association 
however,  member  participation  in  the  annual  alumni  fund  shall 
at  all  times  be  encouraged.  Local  chapters  may  provide  for  the 
payment  of  dues  of  their  members  to  cover  their  own  expense 
by  resolution  or  by-laws  adopted  by  such  local  chapter. 


ARTICLE  VIII— ANNUAL  MEETING 

A  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  held  annually  at  the 
college  during  Homecoming.

"BOSS"  DUNKUM  PASSES 

Alumni  of  former  days  will  deeply  re- 
gret to  hear  of  the  death  of  Hugh  Dun- 
kum, affectionately  known  as  "Boss." 
For  many  years  he  was  a  familiar, 
cheerful  figure  on  "The  Hill,"  as  mail- 
carrier,  operator  of  a  passenger  service 
and  later  manager  of  a  cleaning  and 
pressing  establishment  just  north  of 
Cushing  Hall.  With  his  hearty  laugh, 
his  authentic  Southside  Virginia  speech, 
his  open,  friendly  manner  and  his  kindly 
disposition,  he  was  universally  popular 
with  students,  faculty  and  ladies  of  the 
community.  Many  an  accommodation 
he  rendered  to  the  students  without 
expecting  to  be  paid.  Or  if  payment 
was  due,  there  was  indefinitely  extended 
credit.  He  trusted  them  and  they 
trusted  him  in  a  kind  of  gay  and  honor- 
able camaraderie. 

For  years  the  local  boarding  houses 
served  dessert  twice  a  week,  usually 
Wednesday  and  Sunday.  The  ice 
cream  was  brought  out  from  Farmville 
by  carrier.  Hence  the  day  of  extra 
bounty  in  the  otherwise  ample  fare 
came  to  be  known  as  "Boss  Day." 

"Boss"  Dunkum  never  seemed  to 
vary  from  his  habitual  equanimity  and 
cheerfulness.  He  could  remember  names 
and  faces  extraordinarily  well.  As  the 
children  of  the  community  grew  up 
and  moved  to  distant  scenes,  he  would 
invariably  ask  news  of  them,  as  if  he 
were  an  old  family  friend.  Some  of 
those  still  toddlers,  hovering  around 
the  "steam  shop,"  called  him  Doctor 
Dunkum  and  idolized  him.  On  more 
solemn  occasions  such  as  funerals,  he 
would  be  present,  grave,  reverent  and 
deeply  concerned. 

Such  staunch  characters  are  rare 
and  keep  this  precariously  changing 
world  in  equilibrium.  As  was  said  of 
a  noted  Boston  personality,  it  might 
have  been  said  here:  "The  day  was 
dark  and  gloomy  but  'Boss'  Dunkum 
drove  up  from  town  and  all  was  bright 
again."

1942.  his  circuit  included  Chesterfield  and 
Colonial  Heights. 

The  bachelor  judge,  an  Old  Guard 
Democrat  who  was  in  poor  health  in  the 
final  months,  came  to  public  notice  in  the 
1950's  during  Virginia's  era  of  massive 
resistance  to  public  school  desegregation. 

It  is  said  that  the  day  after  the  U.  S. 
Supreme  Court  handed  down  its  1954 
school  desegregation  ruling.  Judge  Old 
began  work  on  a  legal  effort  to  block 
federal  enforcement  of  the  ruling. 

A  year  later  Old  completed  his  paper 
that  held  a  state  could  legally  interpose 
its  police  powers  between  its  people  and 
orders  of  the  federal  government. 

His  paper  was  published  in  pamphlet 
form  and  distributed  throughout  the 
South,  and  Judge  Old's  role  as  an  adviser 
to  Gov.  Thomas  B.  Stanley.  Jr..  influenced 
the  adoption  of  interposition  as  state  law 
during  the  1956  General  Assembly.  It 
brought  a  temporary  end  to  state  support 
to  localities  allowing  racial  integration  in 
their  public  schools. 

Gov.  Mills  E.  Godwin,  Jr.  called  Old 
"a  widely  known  and  respected  member 
of  the  Virginia  judiciary.  He  will  be  greatly 
missed  by  friends  and  colleagues  through- 
out the  state."

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EDITORIAL 


Leigh   Buckner   Hanes 
(1893-1967) 

In  the  death  of  Leigh  Hanes,  '16,  on  September  2, 
1967,  Hampden-Sydney  lost  one  of  her  most  uniquely 
distinguished  sons.  He  is  best  known  as  the  author 
of  four  volumes  of  verse  under  the  titles  of  Wide  the 
Gate,  Song  of  the  New  Hercules,  Green  Girdle  and 
The  Star  That  I  See.  Exquisitely  wrought  out  and  born 
of  a  great  love,  these  are  poems  which  will  endure. 
He  was  also  for  twenty  years  editor  of  the  Lyric,  one 
of  the  oldest  and  most  respected  poetry  journals  in 
the  country.  In  1936,  his  alma  mater  proudly  con- 
ferred upon  him  the  degree  of  doctor  of  literature  and 
in  1949  he  was  named  poet  laureate  of  Virginia.  For 
some  years  he  was  Lecturer  in  English  and  American 
Poetry  at  Hollins  College  and  the  University  of  Virginia 
Extension.  His  poems  have  appeared  in  at  least  two 
anthologies  of  American  poetry.  One  of  these  was 
composed  during  his  student  days  here  at  Hampden- 
Sydney. 

Strange  as  it  may  seem,  poetry  was  not  Leigh  Hanes' 
primary  vocation,  though  it  was  his  first  love.  After 
receiving  the  B.A.  degree  from  Hampden-Sydney 
and  the  LL.B.  degree  from  Washington  and  Lee  Uni- 
versity, he  practiced  law  in  Roanoke  until  his  retire- 
ment and  was  a  past  president  of  the  Roanoke  Bar 
Association.  The  combined  duties  of  lawyer,  poet, 
editor   and   teacher   of  literature   required   discipline 


and  devotion.  But  in  this  arduous  career  that  often 
taxed  his  health  he  was  blessed  with  an  understanding 
wife  and  son.  His  lifework  preparation  also  included 
graduate  study  in  English  literature  at  Washington 
and  Lee  where  he  received  his  M.A.  degree  and  was 
elected  to  Phi  Beta  Kappa. 

Those  of  us  who  were  in  college  with  Leigh  Hanes 
sensed  his  genius  and  came  to  know  his  indomitable 
spirit.  Having  but  one  good  lung,  and  against  his 
physician's  advice,  he  played  varsity  football  for  two 
hard  seasons.  Despite  a  severe  conversational  stammer 
dating  from  childhood,  his  passion  to  communicate 
prevailed  over  every  obstacle  and  his  wizardry  with 
the  spoken  word  began  to  attract  notice.  As  one 
student  recalled  later:  "We  all  remember  that  notable 
night  when,  with  a  huge  bonfire  to  cheer  him  on,  he 
entertained  the  crowd  with  one  tale  after  another." 
Soon  he  was  winning  every  orator's  medal  and  de- 
bating trophy  open  to  him.  By  the  end  of  his  Junior 
year  also,  his  poetry  gained  such  manifest  ascendancy 
in  the  Hampden-Sydney  Magazine  that  other  campus 
poets  were  ashamed  to  compete.  The  1916  Kaleidoscope, 
in  the  rhetorical  style  of  the  day,  yet  not  untruthfully, 
summed  up  his  college  career  in  these  words:  "The 
mighty  halls  of  Mcllwaine  have  repeatedly  resounded 
and  huge  audiences  have  been  moved  by  the  strength 
of  his  oratory.  At  the  touch  of  his  pen  Homerian  epics 
and  Horatian  odes  flow  off  in  a  stream  of  melodious 
verse.  Leigh  has  a  philosophical  turn  of  mind  and  if 
you  wish  to  discuss  any  such  subjects  with  him  be 
sure  your  arguments  are  irrefutable,  for  he  can  uphold 
any  question  with  the  logic  of  a  supreme  court  judge." 
Not  so  well  known  was  the  fact  that  his  smoothly 
impassioned  oratory  was  paid  for  by  hundreds  of 
hours  of  faltering  practice  at  Slippery  Rock,  a  lovely 
and  secluded  spot  about  a  mile  southwest  of  the 
campus;  and  his  inspired  poetry  came  from  an  agonized 
struggle  and  much  pacing  up  and  down  in  Cushing 
Hall  long  after  midnight.  He  was,  however,  no  recluse. 
He  enjoyed  convivial  "bull  sessions"  and  found  time 
to  be  a  checker  champion.  Yet  his  health  was  under 
a  strain.  He  would  contract  pneumonia  and  be  out  of 
school  for  weeks,  returning  pale  but  determined. 

In  later  years,  Leigh  Hanes  was  much  in  demand 
as  a  reader  of  his  own  poetry  and  once  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  he  gave  a  public  reading  that  will  long  be 
remembered.  The  College  had  from  the  beginning 
occupied  a  unique  place  in  his  affections.  He  was 
wont  to  say  that  he  truly  "found  himself"  at  Hampden- 
Sydney.  He  was  left  an  orphan  in  childhood  and  raised 
by  doting  but  not  always  wise  grandparents.  In  his 
loneliness  he  found  a  true  spiritual  home  here,  warmth, 
recognition  and  intellectual  challenge,  congenial  friends 
and,  especially  in  the  Spring  and  Fall,  spacious  and 
lovely  surroundings. 
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We  are  including  herewith,  as  a  fitting  memorial, 
several  of  his  best-loved  poems.  These  speak  for  them- 
selves. Three  strains,  we  think,  may  be  seen  running 
through  all  of  his  poetry.  There  is  a  passionate  love 
of  nature,  of  the  woods,  streams,  mountains  and 
passing  seasons,  of  squirrels,  chipmunks,  screetch 
owls  and  other  small  denizens.  In  the  democracy  of 
nature,  no  animal  is  despised,  all  are  cherished;  the 
poet  is  fond  companion  rather  than  curious  spectator; 
the  woodlands  are  full  of  elusive  forms  and  friendly 
voices,  evoking  the  magic  that  Wordsworth  must 
have  felt.  Then  there  is  the  companion  mood,  a  sense 
of  the  hallowedness  of  the  simple  life  in  which  alone, 
amid  elemental  things,  the  free  spirit  is  born,  love  of 
beauty  deepened  and  the  miracle  of  faithful  affection 
and  simple  joys  savored.  Finally,  there  is  a  strong 
strain  of  brooding  mysticism,  of  "kinship  with  all 
living  things,"  of  "reverence  for  life"  and  of  the  time- 
less endurances  of  nature.  This  mystical  strain,  how- 
ever, had  a  philosophical  basis.  Leigh  Hanes  was  a 
metaphysical  poet.  The  notable  Song  of  the  New 
Hercules  was  written   under  the  spell   of  Bergson's

Creative  Evolution  and  the  daring  insights  of  what 
is  now  known  as  Process  Philosophy.  Later  the  poet's 
search  for  the  deeper  meaning  in  the  cosmic  process 
found  expression  in  another  long  poem  entitled 
The  Wall. 

The  religious  vision  thus  unfolding  is  less  austere 
than  that  of  traditional  theology.  God  is  not  far  off, 
unfathomable,  unrelenting.  He  is  near  and  even 
caressing.  This  thought  is  expressed  in  the  poem 
"Thumbproof"  which  runs,  in  part: 

Worlds  never  spin 
God  turns  them  over 
Looking  for  patches 
Of  orchards  in  clover; 

Holding  them  nearer 
The  light  of  the  sun, 
Never  quite  satisfied 
Never  quite  done 

Warming  and  smoothing 
And  pressing  his  thumb 
In  corners  of  wheat  fields 
And  apple  and  plum — 

Out  of  this  deep  sense  of  the  continual  overflow  of 
Nature's  gifts,  there  comes  an  understandable  shrinking 
from  narrow,  man-centered  piety,  from  closed  systems 
and  from  the  worship  of  worldly  success.  Moreover 
the  tide  of  self-pity  and  cultivated  gloom  in  poetry 
that  came  over  his  editor's  desk  was  utterly  alien  to 
him,  lover  of  Wordsworth  and  Browning  that  he  was. 

Leigh  Hanes  was  not  unaware  of  the  dark  shadows 
and  the  ugly  depravity  of  man's  inhumanity  to  man. 
But  his  prevailing  sense  was  one  of  ultimate  hope  and 
of  confident  affirmation  of  the  goodness  of  life.  Behind 
mechanism  lies  purpose,  behind  seeming  chaos  there 
is  order,  beyond  death  lies  an  unfathomable  promise. 
Unending  struggle  is  man's  lot.  But  beauty,  truth 
and  love  are  at  the  heart  of  the  universe. 

Here  in  one  harmonious  whole  was  a  wise  poet, 
lover  of  beauty,  resolute  defender  of  the  free  spirit, 
upright  citizen  and  generous  human  being.

Dr.  Altizer  and  His  Critics  At  Hampden-Sydney 


Dr.  Thomas  J.  J.  Altizer,  of  "God  is  dead"  fame, 
visited  the  campus  on  February  29th  under  the  auspices 
of  the  University  Center  in  Virginia.  He  had  been 
invited  to  speak  at  five  other  Virginia  colleges.  This 
controversial  young  theologian  who  is  a  professor  of 
Bible  and  the  Christian  Religion  at  Emory  University 
sounded  the  call  to  a  new  faith.  This  is  a  faith  in  a 
Christ  who  is  with  us  in  the  present  moment  or  not 
at  all.  His  argument  is  that  the  God  concept  of  the 
Middle  Ages  and  of  recent  Neo-Orthodoxy  has  be- 
come more  distant,  more  alien  and  more  abstractly 
transcendent.  Correspondingly  in  the  consciousness 
of  modern  man  and  in  his  literary  symbols,  the  Christ 
image  has  become  more  present,  more  human,  more 
suffering  and  intimately  available.  But  it  is  the  "broken, 
humiliated,  sacrificial  Christ"  rather  than  the  Christ 
of  majesty  and  glory  that  is  meaningful  to  20th  Century 
man.  Dr.  Altizer's  logic  lies  in  what  he  calls  "the 
coincidence  of  opposites."  The  alien,  transcendent 
God  died  on  the  Cross  to  become  completely  immanent 
in  human  life  as  the  Christ  spirit.  This  identity  of 
extremes  puzzled  his  listeners.  Yet  the  students, 
perhaps  in  tribute  to  his  youth  and  courage,  gave  him 
warmly  respectful  applause. 

The  C.C.  A.  had  invited  two  other  speakers  to  present 
criticism  on  succeeding  days.  Dr.  G.  Aiken  Taylor, 
editor  of  the  Southern  Presbyterian  Journal,  upheld 
the  conservative  side.  Speaking  calmly  and  judiciously, 
Dr.  Taylor  attributed  this  new  fashion  in  religious 


thinking  to  the  current  obsession  with  "progress" 
induced  by  our  rapidly  changing  technological  culture. 
Man's  deeper  needs,  he  argued,  are  the  same  in  every 
age:  the  need  for  love,  for  forgiveness,  the  hungers  of 
the  heart.  The  Biblical  answer  is  unchanging;  Christ 
is  the  same,  yesterday  and  forever.  Upon  this  bedrock 
truth  the  Church  must  stand.  It  comes  to  us  with  final 
authority. 

Dr.  William  F.  Summers,  minister  of  the  Grace- 
Covenant  Presbyterian  Church  in  Richmond,  pled 
movingly  for  an  honest,  yet  wholly  constructive, 
Christian  theology.  "The  departure  of  belief  is  a  thing 
of  unutterable  sadness,"  he  said.  A  Godless  Christi- 
anity is  not  a  valid  alternative  today.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  Church  should  fearlessly  meet  the  challenge 
of  natural  science  and  of  the  demand  for  intellectual 
freedom  in  our  time.  Some  dogmas,  held  precious 
by  our  forefathers,  may  have  to  be  cleared  away. 
But  the  central  truth  that  God  is  like  Christ  and  that 
the  Christian  faith  is  utterly  relevant  to  every  human 
problem  will  thereby  shine  forth  more  clearly  in  the 
darkness. 

The  assembled  students  were  manifestly  impressed 
by  the  candor  and  earnestness  of  the  three  speakers. 
The  pulpit  oratory  of  an  older  day  was  missing.  The 
common  theme,  amid  divergence  of  viewpoint,  was 
the  centrality  of  the  Christ  spirit  for  decision  in  today's 
world.

Hoffman,  Author-In-Residence, 
Turns  Playwright

"It  was  a  fine  experience,"  said  Author-in-residence 
William  Hoffman,  '49,  in  telling  of  the  success  of  his 
initial  venture  into  the  world  of  drama.  His  play, 
The  Love  Touch,  which  was  produced  last  August 
at  the  Barter  Theater  Playhouse  in  Abingdon,  won 
immediate  acclaim  from  Barter  personnel.  Mr.  Hoff- 
man is  an  accomplished  novelist  and  has  published 
five  novels  since  1955. 

Mr.  Hoffman  was  so  enthusiastic  about  The  Love 
Touch,  which  was  billed  at  the  Barter  under  the  title 
Anniversary  because  of  advance  publicity  under  that 
title,  that  he  is  currently  working  on  another  play.  His 
schedule  is  full:  he  is  simultaneously  finishing  a  new 
novel,  writing  miscellaneous  short  stories,  and  trying 
to  get  The  Love  Touch  back  onto  the  stage,  all  while 
working  on  the  new  play.  "All  of  my  contacts  are 
with  novel  agents,  and  my  agent  isn't  really  interested 
in  plays.  He  would  have  no  real  outlet  for  them," 
said  Mr.  Hoffman  of  his  effort  to  have  the  play  pro- 
duced again. 

The  one-week  run  at  the  Barter  in  August  was  the 
culmination  of  the  efforts  of  Robert  Porterfield,  '28, 
the  director  and  founder  of  the  Barter  Theater,  to 
encourage  Virginia  authors  to  write  drama.  Mr. 
Porterfield,  in  the  fall  of  1966,  sent  invitations  to  all 
Virginia  writers  to  spend  a  week  end  at  the  Barter, 
and  at  that  time  he  issued  his  plea  to  Virginia  writers. 
Mr.  Hoffman,  after  what  he  describes  as  "a  wonderful 
week  end,"  left  the  Barter  inspired  (he  describes  Mr. 
Porterfield  as  a  "powerful  man")  to  begin  work  on  a 
play. 

Upon  completion  of  the  play  he  sent  the  manuscript 
to  Mr.  Porterfield.  Immediate  word  came  from  the 
director  that  he  liked  the  play  well  enough  to  produce 
it  during  the  Virginia  Writers  Conference  to  be  held 
in  August   1967. 

After  receiving  initial  word  that  reaction  to  the 
manuscript  was  favorable,  there  was  from  Abingdon 
a  strange  silence.  Curious  after  several  months  as  to 
what  was  happening  to  his  play,  Mr.  Hoffman  wrote 
to  Mr.  Porterfield.  Word  came  by  return  mail  that  a 
reading  had  been  held  and  that  it  was,  because  of  the 


crisp  dialogue,  too  short.  It  could  run  as  a  one-act 
play  with  something  else  or  perhaps  it  could  be  length- 
ened. Not  enthusiastic  about  the  prospects  of  sharing 
the  stage  with  another  production,  Mr.  Hoffman 
agreed  to  begin  reworking  the  drama.  This  effort 
was  eventually  to  add  a  new  character  and  double 
the  original  length  of  the  work. 

Mr.  Hoffman  wrote  and  revised  and  sat  out  a  second 
and  even  longer  silence.  One  day  last  spring  he  hap- 
pened to  receive  in  the  mail  a  mimeographed  flyer 
from  the  Barter.  "Writers  Conference  Cancelled," 
it  read.  Stunned,  then  outraged,  Mr.  Hoffman,  finally 
having  worked  up  sufficient  righteous  indignation, 
called  Mr.  Porterfield  on  the  telephone  and  demanded 
an  explanation  of  the  apparent  cancellation  of  his 
play.  The  pacific  voice  of  Mr.  Porterfield  calmly 
assured  the  irate  novelist  that  he  would  still  have  his 
opportunity  to  become  a  playwright.  Mr.  Hoffman 
began  again  to  bide  his  time.    By  August  1  he  was  no

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longer  able  to  contain  his  curiosity.  On  the  telephone 
again,  he  asked  Director  Porterfield  when  rehearsals 
would  start.  "This  week,"  came  the  reply.  "When 
shall  1  come?"  Mr.  Hoffman  ventured.  A  nebulous 
reply  from  the  director  did  not  assure  Mr.  Hoffman 
that  he  was  wanted  in  Abingdon  during  rehearsals. 
Henlike,  Mr.  Hoffman  announced  that  he  would  leave 
the  next  day  for  Abingdon  to  supervise  his  dramatic 
offspring. 

Never  having  worked  with  actors,  Mr.  Hoffman 
had  several  surprises  awaiting  him.  For  one  thing,  the 
actors  (Mr.  Hoffman  describes  them  as  "very  fine") 
were  "equity"  actors — that  is,  unionized.  Their  union 
allowed  them  to  rehearse  only  four  hours  a  day,  two 
in  the  morning  and  two  in  the  afternoon. 

"We  would  be  in  rehearsal  and  these  actors  would 
be  apparently  absorbed  in  the  play.  Abruptly,  time 
was  up  and  they  would  walk  unconcerned  from  the 
stage  in  the  middle  of  a  sentence,"  says  Mr.  Hoffman. 
"It  drove  me  crazy.  We  had  only  a  week  and  those 
people  would  just  walk  off." 

Mr.  Hoffman  describes  that  week  as  the  most  furious 
of  his  life,  and  yet  the  most  rewarding.  "They'd  re- 
hearse and  I'd  see  places  for  change.  I'd  stay  up  until 
one  or  two  and  get  up  early  (Mr.  Hoffman  normally 
arises  at  5:30  a.m.)  to  be  ready  for  the  ten  o'clock 
rehearsal,"  he  said. 

"The  big  difference  about  play  writing  is  that  you 
become  so  involved  with  people.  Novel  and  short 
story  writing  is  really  a  one-man  affair.  You  go  into 
your  study  and  write  alone  and  then  deal  with  your 
agent  through  the  mail."  Mr.  Hoffman  said.

Library  Receives  Two 
Interesting  Items 

Eggleston  Library  has  recently  gained  possession 
of  two  items  of  considerable  interest  to  Hampden- 
Sydneyana.  One  of  the  acquisitions,  a  May  10,  1873, 
issue  of  Frank  Leslie's  Illustrated  Newspaper  (ranked 
by  Frank  Luther  Mott  as  a  leading  magazine  of  the 
day),  was  donated  by  Norton  Howe  of  the  class  of 
1960,  while  the  other  item,  a  June  23,  1835  issue  of 
the  New-  York  American,  was  purchased  from  a  book . 
dealer  in  New  York. 

The  issue  of  Leslie's  contains  among  its  personal 
notes  an  announcement  that  General  Roger  Atkinson 
Pryor  would  deliver  the  annual  address  before  the 
Hampden-Sydney  Society  of  Alumni  at  the  forth- 
coming   commencement. 

Pryor,  valedictorian  of  the  class  of  1846,  served  as 
special  commissioner  to  Greece  and  was  a  member 
of  both  the  national  House  of  Representatives  and  the 
Confederate  Congress.  He  also  gained  fame  for  as- 
sisting Edmund  Ruffin  in  firing  the  first  shot  at  Fort 
Sumter.  During  his  post-Civil  War  career  Pryor  filled 
several  judgeships  in  New  York  state. 

In  the  issue  of  the  New- York  American  acquired 
by  the  library  there  is  reprinted  a  story  from  the  Rich- 
mond Whig  citing  belated  resolutions  of  respect  passed 
by  the  Hampden-Sydney  student  body  upon  the  death 
of  President  Jonathan  P.  Cushing.  The  students  had 
been  on  vacation  at  the  time  of  Cushing's  death.

Football  Finishes  5-5 

On  November  1 8  the  Tigers  traveled  to  Ashland  for 
their  final  game  of  the  season,  their  season's  mark  at 
5-4  and  their  hopes  high  that  the  afternoon  would 
bring  with  it  a  final  record  of  6-4  and  another  Mason- 
Dixon  Conference  championship.  Five  thousand  were 
on  hand  to  see  the  Bengals  come  from  two  touchdowns 
back  and  knot  the  score  at  14-all.    But  it  was  not  to  be! 

It  had  been  a  long  stretch  for  Coach  Stokeley  Fulton's 
squad  since  an  opening  14-10  victory  over  Maryville 
in  mid-September.  In  the  interim  there  were  some  big 
wins  (Hampden-Sydney  was  4-1  at  mid-season), 
several  injuries,  some  crucial  personnel  changes,  and 
some  losses  that  were  hard  to  take. 

In  four  of  the  five  losses,  the  Tigers  were  in  the  game 
most  of  the  way.  The  results  listed  elsewhere  do  not 
tell  the  entire  story.  Hampden-Sydney  led  Centre  at 
half,  14-0;  was  only  four  points  behind  Sewanee  at 
intermission;  was  on  W&L's  nine  when  time  ran  out 
at  half;  and  was  all  even  at  Ashland  with  1:35  left  in 
the  game!  Only  in  the  loss  to  Emory  and  Henry  were 
the  boys  in  Garnet  outclassed.

All-in-all,  it  was  a  good  season  for  Hampden- 
Sydney,  although  not  the  season  Fulton  had  hoped 
for.  It  marked  his  eighth  year  at  the  helm  of  Tiger 
football  fortunes  and  brought  his  overall  record  as 
head  coach  to  40-35-1.  The  wins  were  impressive — two 
of  the  five  with  spreads  of  16  points  or  more  and  two 
with  margins  of  twice  that.  The  Tigers  outscored 
the  opposition  181  points  to  143. 

As  always,  Fulton  got  100%  from  every  player. 
Special  mention,  however,  would  have  to  be  made  of 
ends  Jimmy  Lee  and  Jim  Mackey,  who  along  with 
tackles  Bryce  Jewett  and  Ray  Dodson  were  named 
to  the  All  Virginia  Small  College  team  at  the  end  of 
the  year.  All  are  seniors  except  Dodson,  who  is  a 
junior.  Named  to  a  special  berth  on  the  team  was  Phil 
Rome,  the  senior  running  back  from  Herndon,  who 
personally  accounted  for  666  yards  in  five  games  before 
an  injury  sidelined  him  for  the  remainder  of  the  season. 


Until  that  time,  he  had  been  a  solid  Little  All  America 
choice.  All  were  named  to  the  All  Mason-Dixon  team, 
including  Rome  to  a  regular  berth.  He  thus  became 
one  of  the  few  to  make  it  in  five  games. 

At  the  close  of  the  season,  Rome  was  presented  the 
Ray  A.  Moore  Most  Valuable  Player  Award.  Sopho- 
more back  Jim  Whorley  of  Lowry,  Va.  was  named 
the  most  improved  player;  the  award  to  the  best 
defensive  player  went  to  senior  Jim  Mackey  of  Potts- 
town,  Pa.;  and  senior  Bryce  Jewett  of  Richmond  was 
given  the  sportsmanship  trophy.  Dr.  Gilman  Z. 
Simms  '30  of  Charleston,  W.  Va.  was  tapped  for  the 
"Twelfth  Man  Award"  in  recognition  of  his  support 
of  the  Tiger  football  program. 

Named  to  tri-captain  the  1968  team  were:  quarter- 
back Mike  King  of  Greensboro,  N.  C. ;  back  Russ 
Palmore  of  Ashland;  and  Dodson,  who  is  from 
Charleston,  W.  Va.   All  are  juniors.

Straight  Winning  Season 

Hampden-Sydney's  basketball  team  opened  the 
'67-'68  season  at  Lakeland,  Fla.,  in  the  Citrus  In- 
vitational Tournament  on  December  1,  and  24  hours 
later  were  champs  after  come-from-behind  wins  over 
Mercer  88-83  and  Rollins  84-79.  These  were  the 
first  of  several  come-from-behind  roles  the  scrappy 
Tigers  would  find  themselves  in  as  they  compiled  a 
season's  mark  of  13  wins  and  12  losses. 

The  early  season  saw  Coach  Bill  Pegram's  squad 
run  its  pre-Christmas  record  to  5-3,  primarily  behind 
the  shooting  of  Richmond's  Denis  Soden,  the  Tigers' 
"do-everything-well-pivotman,"  and  Fred  McNeer  of 
Huntington,  W.  Va.,  whose  nightly  production  of 
points  ranged  from  20-30. 

After  the  holidays,  the  Bengals  pushed  their  record 
to  12-5.  During  this  period,  Charlie  Cobb,  a  junior 
from  Lynchburg,  Don  Robison,  Richmond  junior, 
John  Beach,  Salem  senior,  and  Dave  Trumbower,  a 
freshman  rebounding  ace  from  Lancaster,  Pa.,  gave 
Pegram  more  offensive  and  defensive  balance  than  he 
had  enjoyed  during  the  early  season.

Grapplers  Finish  6-5 

Hampden-Sydney 's  wrestling  team  jumped  to  an 
early  season  record,  5-0,  only  to  be  sidetracked  at 
mid-season  by  injuries  which  took  their  toll  and  held 
the  team  to  a  6-5  record  for  the  year. 

The  season's  opener,  a  come-from-behind  25-10 
win  over  Richmond  Professional  Institute,  set  the 
early  pace.  Successive  wins  followed  over  Eastern 
Mennonite,  31-8,  Newport  News  Apprentice  School, 
26-13,  RPI,  a  second  time,  25-10,  and  American  U., 
30-14.  At  that  juncture,  Coach  Louis  Wacker,  heading 
the  Tiger  mat  fortunes  for  the  sixth  year,  found  himself 
facing  the  toughest  part  of  the  schedule  with  a  sub- 
stantial number  of  shifts  in  his  lineup  due  to  a  series 
of  injuries,  a  situation  which  drastically  affected  the 
remainder  of  the  season.  One  win  in  the  next  six  outings 
was  the  best  that  the  Tigers  could  muster,  with  losses 
coming  at  the  hands  of  Baltimore  U.,  13-23,  Towson, 
11-27,  Baltimore  Loyola,  13-24,  Old  Dominion,  2-41, 
and  Gallaudet,  15-31.  The  lone  win  in  the  series  came 
at  the  expense  of  Catholic  U.,  27-9. 

Then  came  the  Mason-Dixon  tournament  in  Balti- 
more  with    pre-tournament   favorite   Old    Dominion

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racking  up  105  points  to  its  closest  opponent's  46, 
and  Hampden-Sydney's  11.  Wacker's  pre-tourney 
remark,  "About  the  best  we  can  hope  for  is  a  few 
points  in  individual  bouts  and  a  heck  of  a  lot  of  ex- 
perience for  next  year,"  proved  true  but  may  be  ominous 
so  far  as  next  year  is  concerned.  He  had  only  two 
seniors  on  this  year's  squad. 

"The  same  record  would  look  more  respectable  had 
we  gotten  off  to  a  slow  start  and  finished  with  five 
wins  in  a  row,"  notes  Wacker.  "I  can't  say  enough 
about  the  grit  this  team  has  shown,  however."  Tom 
Haney,  a  Herndon  freshman,  backs  up  Wacker's 
appraisal.  He  won  seven  of  eight  bouts  prior  to  an 
ankle  injury  which  caused  him  to  miss  the  final  three 
matches.  Jack  Drescher,  a  145-pound  Virginia  Beach 
sophomore,  also  contributed  heavily  to  early  Tiger 
successes  before  going  out  midway  the  season  with 
a  badly  injured  knee. 

Drescher  and  Haney  will  be  counted  upon  heavily 
next  year  along  with  freshman  Gordon  Nash,  a  130- 
pounder  and  sophomore  Vince  Ober  who  works  the 
152-pound  class.  Both  are  from  Norfolk  and  had 
8-3  records.  Ober  could  have  been  10-1,  two  of  his 
losses  being  decided  on  riding  time.  Ray  Dodson, 
Wacker's  heavyweight  who    hails    from    Charleston, 


W.  Va.,  and  is  one  of  the  captains  of  the  1968  football 
team,  had  this  year's  best  record  at  9-2.  Seniors 
finishing  out  eligibility  were  Doc  Frank  of  Williams- 
burg and  Mac  Tilson  of  Alexandria.

In  each  instance  a  fine  group  of  alumni  was  on  hand 
to  hear  a  beautiful  presentation  of  traditional  and 
contemporary  music.  Soloists  were  Stratford  Butter- 
worth,  '70,  a  tenor  from  Richmond;  Bill  Rich,  '68, 
Fredericksburg  baritone;  and  Scott  Reeves,  '71, 
Norfolk  bass. 

On  April  27,  the  Glee  Club  departed  for  eight 
appearances  with  the  50-voice  Women's  Choir  of  the 
University  of  North  Carolina  at  Greensboro,  their 
sixth  such  tour  in  as  many  years.  Singing  Brahms' 
"A  German  Requiem,"  the  combined  group  appeared 
in  Greensboro  on  April  28  with  performances  following 
in  Alexandria;  New  York  City;  Clinton  and  Princeton, 
N.  J.;  Towson,  Md. ;  and  Farmville  and  Richmond. 

The  combined  tour  was  well  received  and  was  the 
most  extensive  yet  undertaken   by  the  two  groups.

At  its  winter  meeting,  held  in  Richmond  in  February, 
the  Board  of  Trustees  adopted  as  institutional  policy 
a  proposal  for  "The  establishment  of  academic  quality." 
This  will  allow  the  addition  of  the  necessary  faculty 
to  provide  a  "minimum  program  of  excellence"  regard- 
less of  enrollment.  Once  this  is  accomplished,  ad- 
ditional students  could  be  added,  possibly  200,  pro- 
vided support  facilities  and  adequate  endowment 
are  available,  without  an  appreciable  increase  in 
teaching'  staff.  This  is  the  way  the  question  of  ex- 
pansion will  be  approached,  and  only  then  will  the 
question  "how  big  is  small"  be  fully  answered  as  far 
as  Hampden-Sydney  is  concerned.

contained  in  a  letter  from  an  alumnus  and  an  article 
in  the  Saturday  Review. 

John  Tebbel,  writing  in  the  December  30,  1967, 
issue  of  that  magazine  on  the  subject  of  "People  and 
Jobs",  had  this  to  say:  "Many  sociologists  and  ob- 
servers of  the  American  scene  believe  that  a  major 
factor  in  the  manpower  crisis  is  the  "entertainment 
culture'  we  have  created,  in  which  the  highest  rewards 
in  fame  and  money  so  often  go  to  people  with  little 
training  or  education.  So  much  is  written  about  them 
in  the  mass  media  that  every  child  who  can  read  knows 
that  the  entertainers  earn  more  in  a  week  than  teachers 
or  engineers  do  in  a  year.  No  one  knows,  however, 
how  much  this  depressing  fact  affects  the  thinking 
of  the  young  about  a  career;  it  may  be  part  of  the 
emotional  syndrome  which  makes  so  many  students 
take  the  easier  courses  and  avoid  the  academic  rigors 
of  learning  to  be  an  engineer  or  a  physicist." 

It  is  possible  to  make  more  money  by  collecting 
garbage  in  New  York  than  by  teaching  school.  Both 
are  necessary  functions,  but  which  does  the  public 
recognize  monetarily  as  the  more  worthwhile? 

Somewhat  parallel  to  the  thought  of  Mr.  Tebbel 
is  this  comment  from  a  North  Carolina  alumnus  of 
Hampden-Sydney :  "I  sometimes  think  there  is  too 
much  adulation  of  the  athlete.  I  remember  years 
ago  a  full  page  was  given  [in  The  Record]  with  a  large 


photograph  of  a  very  prominent  football  and  baseball 
player  of  the  90's,  but  who,  as  far  as  I  know,  never 
graduated,  but  got  through  the  Seminary  somehow 
and  became  a  missionary.  I  knew  him  well.  About 
the  same  time  another  prominent  scholar,  a  first-honor 
man,  one  who  translated  the  Bible  into  a  foreign 
language  and  was  an  outstanding  linguist,  was  given 
a  few  lines  when  he  died.  But  such  is  the  way  of  the 
world,  even  the  world  of  scholarship,  where  a  pigskin 
is  of  more  worth  than  a  sheepskin,  and  even  war  is 
greater  than  peace.  In  China  the  scholar  has  the  highest 
standing  and  the  soldier  the  lowest,  whereas  in  our 
country  it  is  the  opposite.  Of  course  now  we  have 
taught  the  Chinese  that  force  is  the  only  weapon  to 
keep  the  white  man  from  off  their  necks.  It's  a  queer 
world." 

It's  a  queer  world,  and  always  has  been.  The  chariot 
drivers,  the  professional  athletes,  the  TV  performers, 
the  pop  artists,  the  beatle  people  are  the  ones  who 
receive  the  plaudits  and  the  plums. 

But  that  is  not  the  whole  story.  On  the  one  side,  the 
Richmond  Club  could  proclaim  in  the  1906  Kaleido- 
scope, "Let  your  light  so  shine  before  men  that  they 
cannot  see  what  is  going  on  behind  it."  On  the  other 
hand,  there  is  Marcus  Aurelius:  "A  thing  is  made 
neither  worse  nor  better  by  being  praised."
